Pablio sentiment in Ohio was 
in favor of a change when Payne was 
elected six yerrj ago through the influ­ 
ence of the Standard Oil Company. 
Now that Mr. Brio.- goes from Wall street 
to the senate becanee of his ability to 
command his millions, agitation has 
again been renewed for the popular 
election of United States senators. The 
Cincinnati Commercial Gazette starts the 
ball rolling in this way:

people, by the people, and for the people, 
we matt cease to worship money-bags, 
and we mast repudiate absolutely, and 
distinctly and emphatically thoae who 
misuse money for the purpose of elevat­ 
ing themselves to office and thereby de­ 
bauch the men who are elected by the 
people t > till official positions. 
There ii no donb6 a good deal of dan­ 
ger in the present method of electing 
United States senators. Nobody ohjeots 
to millionaires going to the senate,if they 
can be of any ase there to the people, 
and will represent pablio sentiment and 
public honor instead cf 
monopolies 
trusts, and corporations.

ator Sawyer, of

own 
state* 
as an illnstration of 
what 
Bonaire senator ehonld be. 
It may 
bd said with perteot truthfulness that be 
as f ally "represent J the pablio as any 
Oifflb r of the senate. 
No oonstitaent 
of hie, no matter how hnmble, was ever 
refused a favor if it were within the 
power of the aerator to giant it; and no 
class of people, workingmen or men cf 
means,can lastly complain that at any 
time, on any question effecting the in­ 
terests of one or the other, he misrepre­ 
sented them. Mr. Sawyer has spent 
more time and money in looking after 
pensions toroid soldiers or their widows, 
than any other senator, and the ohief 
aim of his offioial life seems to be to 
fairly represent the people of Wisooaam; 
and he has never engaged in dishonor­ 
able means to secure bis election to the 
Banate or to the honse. It all million­

by a popular vote, and if all who have 
been engaged in senatorial contests had 
followed the example of Mr. bawyer 
neither the Standard Od Company nor 
Wall street woald be elected ty the 
United Bta’es senate. 
It may be regarded as doubt f a1 whether 
any earnest effort will be made to 
amend the constitution loathing the 
election of senators. It woald be a bold 
movement, and yet one that would meet 
with popular favor. Whether it woald, 
on the whole, make the senate stronger 
and bt tier, may be questioned. Still, it 
would make a reform io one direction, 
for no Bnoe, no Payne, no Stanford, no 
Tabor, no Blddleberger, would ever go 
to tbs senate by and with the consent of 
the people. Such man can manipulate 
legislatures, but never the popular vots 
cf a state.

St. P a u l, Minn., Jan. 23.—A snow­ 
storm of unusual severity began at 3 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon and has 
been raging since, with the result that 
nearly every railroad in Minnesota and 
the Dakotas is blockaded.

Tho 
track is reported heavy and of course no 
trains are running on time.

fifteen paces distant sat at least a doz­ 
en large grey w olves (excepting man 
the most dangerous enemy of the buffa­ 
lo). 
The doctor determined to watch 
the performance. 
After a few mo­ 
ments the knot broke up, and still 
keeping in a compact mass, started 
on a trot for the main herd, some half 
a mile off. 
To his very great aston­ 
ishment, tho doctor now saw that the 
central and controlling figure of this 
mass was a poor little calf, so newly 
born as scarcely to be able to walk. 
After going 50 or IOO paces the calf 
laid down, the bulls disposed themselves 
in a circle as before, and the wolves 
who had trotted along on each side of 
their retreating supper, sat down and 
licked their chops again, and though 
the doctor did not see the finale, it be­ 
ing late and the camp distant, he had 
no doubt th at tho noble fathers did 
their whole duty to their offspring, 
and carried it safely to the herd.” The 
buffalo, if taken when young, submits 
with surprising readiness to the re­ 
straints of captivity.

declares buffalo calves make excellent 
pets.

They toro open tho 
graves, dragged out tho coffins, drove 
their picks and drills through them, and 
threw them over tho fence out of the 
cemetery.

tho bodies, and served It on him. 
Wilkes did not reach Plymouth until 3 
o'clock in the afternoon, but the instant 
he arrived thero he gathered a mob of 
tho Polish faction. By his direction all 
who had arms got them, and nearly every 
one in the crowd was armed with a pis­ 
tol, shotgun, or rifle. 
They started 
abont 4 o’clock for tho Polish cemetery. 
It was the work of but a few minutes for 
them to throw out tho freshly laid earth 
and expose the two coffins. 
It is said 
that in their rage they drove their picks 
through tho coffins and the bodies they 
held. The coffins were then dragged out 
of the open graves, carried to the fence 
and thrown over It into the public high­ 
way, where they were left lying, while 
the Pounders marched away In triumph.

It i9 not a good plan to keep 
hay and oats before the horses all the 
time. 
What they will eat up clean at 
each meal is all that is necessary and

L ib e ra l S tra w B e d d in g 
The farmer who raises wheat or 
oats or rye largely, and has not stables 
fitted with manure gutters and reser­ 
voirs, will do well to use straw liberally 
for bedding. 
If enough is used it will 
absorb nearly all the liquid manure. 
The liquid manure will hasten tho de­ 
composition of the straw more rapidly, 
converting it into a valuable fertilizer. 
Without the straw or some similar sub­ 
stance, the decomposition of the liquid 
manure is so rapid as to be destruc­ 
tive, and a part of its value is lost. 
Straw is a very imperfect conductor of 
heat hence, when it is used liberally 
for bedding, much less food i9 con­ 
sumed in the production of anima 
heat and the animals are healthier and 
thriftier.

The crystalline lens of the eye if 
situated just behind the pupil, and lies 
between two fluids, the aqueous in 
front, and the vitreous behind. Its 
object is to focus the rays of light 
which pass through the pupil upon the 
retina behind, where they act upon 
the terminal ends of the optic nerve, 
and thus give vision. This lens seems 
to get its sustenance from the fluids in 
which it is immersed, and when dis­ 
ease of its structure occurs, it prob­ 
ably arises from some lack of proper 
nutrition from these sources. 
Perfect transparency of the lens is 
essential to good vision. When any 
portion of it becomes opaque, the en­ 
trance of light is obstructed, or it 
passes through in an Irregular man­ 
ner, and loss of vision, more or less 
complete, results. This condition of 
opaqueness constitutes what is known 
as a cataract. It may affect only a 
portion of the lens, or the whole may 
be so dense as to prevent the percep­ 
tion of any object, though it can never 
of itself be so complete as to shut off 
entirely the sensation of light. 
Cataract mayjbo congenital, or it may 
come on in youth or in adult life, 
but by far the majority of cases occur 
in persons over fifty years of age, in 
whom it takes the name of senile cat­ 
aract. Generally there is found some 
embarassment in the use of the eyes 
for a longer or shorter period before 
the opacity is visible to the eye. 
The cloudiness usually has a definite 
starting point, and from that place it 
may progress until the whole lens is 
involved, or it may be arrested spon­ 
taneously in any part of its course. 
Such cases of arrest have given rise to 
the belief that certain nostrums will 
prevent the formation of cataract, or 
will remove it 
In reality no means are known of 
staying or preventing it Tho only 
hope lies in removing the mechanical 
obstruction by surgical methods. 
The form of cataract which follows 
an injury is explained by the fact that 
tho capsule which surrounds the lens 
is ruptured, and a portion of the fluid 
enters the lens and produces a sodden 
condition at one point, from which the 
disintegration may continue. 
There seems to be a predisposition 
to the formation of cataract in some 
people, for in elderly persons, when 
one eye has become affected, the other 
is very likely to pass through the same 
experience. 
W hile it is best, In order to get the 
most satisfactory result, to delay the 
operation until the cataract is 4‘ripe,” 
that period being the time when it is 
most easily removed, one should never 
wait until the sight is entirely lost, for 
there is danger that the process may 
go so far as to render any operation 
entirely fruitless.
